What is probably the most 
drastic motor vehicle financial 
responsibility law in the United 
States is now in full operation 
in New Hampshire and many be- 
lieve it will tend toward decreas- 
ing the registration of cars espe- 
cially by persons uneble to pro- 
vide insurance or without finan- 
cial responsihility. 

The statute requires operator 
and owner to prove financial re- 
sponsibility, regardless of fault, 
when involved in any accident 
in which there is personal in- 
jury or property damage in ex- 
cess of $25 and to continue to 
show such résponsibility at all 
times thereafter. 

If insurance is chosen as the 
form of financial responsibility, 
the registrant required to furn- 
ish it must produce a certificate 
issued by the insurance com- 
pany. 

The amount of responsibility 
must cover payments to benefl- 
ciaries up to $5,000 for injury 
or death of any one person and 
a limit of $10,000 for any one 
accident. 

With license suspension kept 
in effect until financial respon- 
sibility is shown, the vehicle 
cannot be used or sold until pay- 
ment of any judgment rendered. 

All of the provisions of the act 
apply to any person who is not 
a resident of the State exactly 
as if he were a resident except 
for the incident of registration. 

Irresponsible drivers and cars 
will be ruled off the roads in 
New Hampshire.
